%Crade crossings could have been eliminated 
In thousands of cases, by bridging streets 
and roads above the steel tracks or tun- 
neling them under, at no great increase in 
cost. 


But the builders were not sufficiently 


*prophetic in imagination to look into the 
future and realize that grade 
crossings 


;would later become a grave traffic problem. 


Now, 
at enormous expense, the railroads 


are gradually eliminating grade crossings 
«—-repairing their original blunder. It's like 
paying for a dead horse. 


The big traffic problem in cities today is 


tbat streets are too narrow. When the 
streets were laid out originally no one 
dreamed that the day would come when 
they'd not be wide enough. The general 
measure seems to have been to make roads 
just wide enough for two wagonloads of 
bay to pass each other without going into 
the ditch. 


Despite ttiis precedent, many old cities 


continue laying out narrow streets, and even 
n«tr mushroom towns fail to build wide 
enough highways for steadily increasing 
congestion of traffic, bound to come.

deal in farm products, and do a business of 
about 1500 million dollars a year. Co-op 
marketing has reached its greatest develop- 
ment in California. 


Problems of production are mainly solved. 


Problems of distribution to consumers are 
steadily getting further from solution. Too 
many young men are obsessed with the pro- 
duction bug. The greatest opportunities are 
in distribution—short-cuts between producer 
and consumer, eliminating superfluous mid- 
dlemen.

IS 450 YARDS LONGEST GOLF DRIVE? 


BY JOE WILLIAMS 


What is the record drive for distance in Rolf? 
You read much 


of siege jrunners who habitually slam out 300-yard drives, bat you 
seldom catch them in the act. 
A number of driving- contests were 


held in the south last winter with noted professions'-, includins Hav- 
ers, the British champion, competing, and in no case did the winning 
shot measure anything like 300 yards. 


We recall a driving contest held at St. Louis eeveral years ago in 


connection with the amateur championship and the longest wallop 
was less than 250 yard?. 


Last spring in a driving competition which ushered in the Brit- 


ish open championship at Troon the winninjr- stroke, roll <-one:dered, 
measured 277 yards. Cyril Tolley, thought by many to be the world's 
longest amateur driver, competed and had the best carry ot 257 
yards. Hag'n, defending champion at the time, w«« fifth on the list 
with a carry of 248, So it may be seen that even the stars do not 
make a daily practice of lining out 300-yard drives. 


And yet there have been occasions, duly authenticated, where 


jrolf balls have been driven considerably farther than 300 yards. Just 
what is the record distance is, and probably always will be, a matter 
of controversy. 


The record books show that one E. C. Bliss of England drove a 


golf ball 445 yards at Herne Bay, England, in 1913. 
The circum- 


stances are not set forth. 
It may be presumed, however, that the 


fairway sloped and wan hard besides. 


And this distance i* said to have been bettered by an American, 


one Scott Scammell of Trenton, N. J., who is credited --'Ith driving the 
ninth green at Hot Springs, Va.. with one blast, a march of 457 yards. 
Scammell naturally had every condition in his favor. The wu,d wan 
behind him, the fairway w«« baked, and it was a down-hill poke.
